Albany, Au*. 8.—Three hundred per­ 
sons employed in the large department 
store of the John O. Myers estate, at 
39 and 41 North Pearl street, had Just 
go^e to work Tuesday morning when 
the whole center of the building col­ 
lapsed from roof to cellar. 
Nearly IOO 
men, women and children were carried 
down in the wreck.

T he m anager of the store at 
the tim e m ade th*- statem en t th a t there 
were fifty m ore under the ruins. 
Up 
to l l o'clock one dead body had been 
removed.

women. 
When the collapse occurred 
the walls and roof of the center struc­ 
ture fell Unto the building forming a 
m ass of debris, under which were un 
fortunate victim s.

Dr. Goldberger Gives S tatem ent as to 
the Situation There.

"I. Barney 
Tracey. 
convalescing 
from yellow fever. 
“2. Rd H aslitt, postmortem exam ina­ 
tion show s yellow fever. The case was 
not s e e n by me in life.

' 4. Albert Miller: This case was seen 
by me at a stage where diagnosis A^s 
impossible. 
In the opinion of the local 
authorities this was a case of yellow 
fever. 
“All the cases were of men who tried 
to enter the city from other points, but 
were stopped on the outskirts by the 
quarantine inspectors 
and 
conveyed, 
under proper precautions, to a deten­ 
tion camp and there carefully screened. 
There appears to be no danger and no 
cases are known to be present in the 
city.” 
Dr. Goldberger's report has caused 
a stir, the im pression having been that 
he had declared the Tracey case not 
yellow fever. So pronounced is this im ­ 
pression that his diagnosis is question­ 
ed in some quarters.

MORE THAN SIXTY APPLICANTS. 


Music Faculty Texas Woman's College 
Two Great Artists Elected. 


With Conduct of Shreveport Authorities. 
Dr. Bart Sims in the Service. 


“I have just received a letter 
from Dr. Eaves at Shreveport,” 
said Dr. Tabor to a Post reporter 
last evening, “and he is not at all 
pleased with the manner in which 
the business men and health au­ 
thorities of Shreveport are acting 
regarding the 
situation at that 
plane. 
He states that they have 
endeavored to create the impres­ 
sion that the cases he reported to 
me as yellow fever are malarial 
fever, and that in sending out that 
report they have misrepresented 
the facts.

regardless of 
reports that 
the 
Shreveport people may send out.” 
Dr. Eaves further stated in his 
letter that there 
is a lack of 
harmony between the boards of 
health and the business organiza­ 
tions at Shreveport and that the 
latter apparently have the former 
intimidated. 
Dr. Tabor has ordered Dr. Sims 
of El Paso, who, though a young 
man, has had considerable ex­ 
perience with yellow fever and 
sfands high as a diagnostician, to 
report at Houston 
for 
service 
along the Texas-Louisiana border. 
Dr. Sims started from El Paso last 
night and is due to arrive in 
Houston tomorrow—Houston Post.
